In pretiistoric times, when man nad 
to compel*? with wild animals in the 
struggle for existence, he often toolf 
refuge in caves and caverns. 

Few people know that there are 
still cave dwellenl in Europe — In 
France In fact, not 100 dilles from the 
greiii city of Paris. 

The most celebrated of these cave 
villages are theao oC Bovre and oC 
Chissay (Indre et Loire) at Biaatome 
and Eyzias (Dordogne). The Inhabi- 
tants of these villages live in caverna 
in the roclvs. These houses or dwell- 
ings are aired both by an opening in 
the front and by the large chimney 
which protmdes above the gronnd. 

They are occasionally two or three 
Stories high and are provided with 
ceilings and floors. These habitations 
of several stories are occasionally dug 
ont at the side of a dUf. Upon enter- 
ing one of the dwellings one is struck 
by the cleanliness which reigns there- 
in. The furniture is usually of a very 
antiqne and ancient character, ai- 
thoagh at times a cradle or other 
pie< es of modern types will be seen. 

The picture shows how residences 
are built under the overhanging cliffs 
In tbe village of Bourre.

In order that all per- 
sr)iis who desire passports to visit for- 
eign countries may know their rlglita 
In the flMtter. the sute department 
authorized the following: 

"Naturalized Americans are advised 
that the legal fee for a passport, col- 
lectible only by tbe state department, 
or Its repreoentatlves at New York 
and San Prandsco, or by the clerk of 
the court who takes the passport ap- 
plication, is $2. and that any appli- 
cant, if there La nothing against his 
record, who compiles with the simple 
conditions can secure the passport to 
go abroad, without further expense. 
The department has been informed 
that many innocent persons liave been 
charged from 110 to ISO or more for 
alleged influence to secure these gov- 
ernment papers."

foreman, swam a swollen creek at 
night in a hailstorm to warn a pas- 
senger train that a bridge had gone 
out He stripped himself and tied the 
danssr signals to his back. After he 
had set them he approached a near-by 
house, then remembered his negligee 
and swam back across the 600 feet of 
swirling currrat 

The pa s s e n g er train. It developed 
later, was stopped farther up the road 
at a point where the raUroad men had 
little hope of halting It. Williams' her- 
oism, however, was not overlooked by 
tbe railroad offidala 

The bridge was the Burlington's 
over Hat creek, -near Ardmore. S. D. 
The Hat creek flood tied up traffic for 
eight days and cost seven lives and 
did 1900,000 damage to the one road. 

Several days after the flood the sec- 
tion foreman was looked up by a news- 
paper man from the city. He found 
blm directing a gang of laborers re- 
fHiliIng the was h o u t. 

Williams related how It had been 
raining through the previous week 
:ind the April blizzard had left the 
ground soaked, so that when the last 
storm came on It ran off as If from a 
duck's back "and old Hat entk start- 
ed on a rampage." 

Decided to Swim. 

"I kept watching tbe new bridge 
• )ver the creek all afternoon." Wil- 
liams told his vi.sitor, "and the water 
kept comin' up and comin' up until it 
••eached the ties. Then I jrot worried 
for fear that the bridge would go oat, 
and I went back to town and reported 
It to the oj).>r:itor. Flf^ told i!ii- dis- 
patcher ;u Alliance about it. The tcle- 
p!Mnc nr.'l telegraph wires runnln' 
west bad all gone down and we 
eouldn't get Edgemont or anyone west 
of (he creek. .Tack Welch, the dis- 
patcher at Alliance, talked to me over 
the railroad phone and asked me if I 
could get to tiie west end of tbe bridge, 
across the creek, and put ont a red 

lifrht and some stop signals so as to 
hold the night passenger train. No. 32, 
w'hlch was due at nine o'clock. I 
told him rd try, and went back to the 
bridge. 

"When I got there again the water 
was clear over the top of the bridge, 
and It looked to me like one of the 
steel spans had gone out We tried to 
phone the government farm on the 
other side to ask them to go out and 
put out a red light but their phone 
w.ns gone and we eonldnt reach any- 
bo^. 

"Wen, I Just flggered the chances 

was probably against me gittin' across, 
but It was only my life against l')0 
passengers on No. 42, and I flggered 
that tbe train would be running pretty 
fast when they came up to the bridge, 
and they might he into It before they 
saw It, so I walked up the creek a 
half-mile, strippe<l ofT ray clothes, tied 
my red lanteriv red flag and torj^oes 
to my back, and swam across. 
Swam Back for Clothes. 

"There wasn't so many trees out 
there, and she was only about 600 feet 
wide, hut the water was full of hail- 
stones and cold as h — ^. It was 
n>inin' to he.nt the band and dark as 
I.hizes. I sure felt good when I hit 
ilint fence on the other Side and drug 
myself on the bank." 

"How did yon «et back to Ard- 
more?" Williams was iisked, after he 
had related liow he placed the sig- 
nals. 

"Well, I walked up to the govern- 
ment hotise, but when I got elAe to 

the office and saw the bright lights 
there, I remembered I didn't have no 
clothes on and I thought Fd make a 
pretty lookin' sight bustin' in on 'em 
like that so I walked back np dM 
stream and swum back."

and Naval 



.Tohn Willis Griffiths was the man 
who revolutionized the science of mer- 
chant shipbuilding snd naval archi- 

teeture. In 1141 he appeared before 
the .\mericiin institute In Xe>.v York 
Mild proposed a model for a new ship, 
lie succeeded in iiUer$;^Ung William 
Aspinwall, one of Kew York's China 
tnide princes, who in 1.S42 signed a 
c.'r,ti-.ict to build a ship of T.">0 tons 
I' 1 ir ling to Griffiths' desijpilng. 

The ship was rompleted in January, 
^^^'K and namo«l the Rainbow. The 
Uiiinhow saile.i fm- Oiina in F>hrn- 
pry. and was lijii k hojne a::iiln in Sep- 
tember to reward her owners with 200 
per cent over what sjie had cost. 

.Tohn Willis Griffiths was born in 
New York in 1W. and died there 
In 1882. He was the Inventor of the 
trap style of hmi eoastruction ; the 
builder of the United Statea steamship 
Princeton, the first twin screw ocean- 
eolng vessel, and was the Inventor 
of the process of bending ship tim- 
ber In a vacumn.

Turks and Arabs, whose valleys are 
vorltahle garden spots. It ranks in

readers will find their nhief Interest in 
the fact that It contains Mount Ara- 
rat, which gave Noah his first shelter, 
according to the accepted narrative.'

Houaee the Real Rulers of Great 
Commonwealth of Natlona. 

For 200 years a severely plain .and 
unpretaaMoas thtpse^tory brick dwell- 
ing Ras become widely known through- 
out tlie world as Britain's central of- 
fice of the diplomatic service. "No. 
10 Downing street" refers to one of 
London's historic houses on the so- 
called "street of power," which nestles 
close to the confines of Whitehall. 
There have dwelt therein celebrities, 
such as VValpole, Pitt, Cbatham, Can- 
ning, Disraeli and Gladstone, la all. 
DO fewer than llfty ministers have 
llve<i tliere. • 

Sir George Downing, after whom 
the thoroughfare is aamed, was the 
son of a London barrister, a nephew 
of Governor Winrhrop of Massachu- 
setts colony, and a grailuate of Har- 
vard, who obt^lneil the house as a 
gift from Charles U as a reward for 
onnsnal service performed by him 
whilf he was representing his country 
In . illand. He had emigrated to 
America at the ase of fourteen and 
when he left Harvard, in 1645. a youth 
of twenty-one. he became an Itinerant 
preacher In the West Indies. Shortly 
afterward he returned to Kngland and 
became a chaplain in Colonel Okey's 
regiment. Aa a faithful Puritan, who 
later in life assured Charirn n that he 
saw the error of his ways due to the 
princiiiles imLihed during his stay in 
New Knsrlaiid. li>' sli.irtly afterward en- 
rolled under Cromwell as a scout mas- 
ter. 

After Downiiiff's death, when the 
lea.H' on the building lapsed to the 
crown, the property was given to the 
Hanoverian minister. Count Bothnia, 
by George TI. and. when the count died, 
was tendered to Walpole. who ac^-ept- 
ed it on conditiim that the hou.se should 
forever remain the residence of Brit- 
ain's ministers. 



Radium Treatment Turns the pheaper 
aiSMS to Rubies Which Coas. 
maud the Higiiaal Prieosi 

Modem science has not brought as 
very much nearer the magic stone of 
the old pkBssaphera. bat H has enabled 

later experts to play some surprising 

tricks with the existing materials of 
the jeweler and lapidary. The old 
alchemists set out to discover the phi- 
losopher's stone, and a dilarad gnapow- 
der and other adjuncts to etrlUaatlon 
as the accidental by-product of their 
original inquiry. Their less credulous 
descendants reverse the process; the 
laraitloB li Mda am and Ita appUca- 
tion to magic Is discovered afterward. 

The existence of the electric furnace 
makes it possible to create diamonds 
that are the veritable stone, and to 
fuse chipplngs and fragments of raby 
into one complete Jewel. Now arrives 
a report that with the aid of radium
